IIL REMARKS 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-220 under the judicially created doctrine of non-statutory 
double-patenting over the claims contained in U.S. Patent No. 6,822,589. As noted by the Examiner, 
a timely filed Terminal Disclaimer may be used to overcome a non-statutory double-patenting 
rejection. Without prejudice to later argue that it was not necessary, Applicants submit herewith such 
a Terminal Disclaimer which overcomes the double-patenting rejection. 

As stated above, Applicants have enclosed "copies" of documents filed previously with the 
Patent Office for recording a Name Change. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request that the 
Patent Office correct the current Assignee to Quickshift, Inc. 

Applicants have also amended the Continuation Data and Detailed Description in the 
Specification to reflect the current status of the patent applications referenced.
